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Westchester Park and Greenbelt East 
Concerns Surface at Public Hearing

Among speakers at the 
public hearing which the 
Greenbelt city council held 
on June 28 to hear opinions 
on the proposed new master 
plan for the Greenbelt area 
was Joseph J. Haskell of 
Westchester Park Drive. Al¬ 
though Westchester Park 
and the undeveloped part of 
what is known as the Jaeger 
tract does not lie within the 
city limits, it is surrounded 
on three sides by the feder¬ 
ally-owned Greenbelt Park, 
which is within the city lim¬ 
its. Development on the 
tract would impact heavily 
on the park. 

Haskell came to the hearing as 
the representative of an ad hoc 
committee designated by the res¬ 
idents to oppose plans for high- 
density development and to sup¬ 
port development of the tract in 
single family homes. One part of 
the tract (Parcel C) is now zon¬ 
ed tor high-rise residential ap¬ 
artments. The master plan pre¬ 
pared by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (MNCPPC), and now 
being circulated for comment, 
proposes to rezone 28.9 acres of 
Parcel C, which have already 
been given to the park, to the 
Open Space category. The re¬ 
mainder of Parcel C (9.43 acres) 
and a tract known as Parcel D 
(8,0 acres) would, under the 
master plan, be rezoned to Rur¬ 
al Residential (R-R). (Parcel 
D is already zoned R-R but is 
still under the Residential Plan¬ 
ned Community overlay, a cate¬ 
gory which this master plan 
seeks to abolish. (See map page. 8) 
R-R zoning would allow only 
single family homes at a density 
of no greater than 2.17 homes 
per acre. The master plan sug¬ 
gests that Parcel D and the re¬ 
mainder of Parcel C be developed 
as a Comprehensive Design 
Zone, which could allow some 
increased density as well as inno¬ 
vative development techniques 
such as clustering homes, preser¬ 
ving natural features of the ter¬ 
rain and open space, and requir¬ 
ing fewer miles of roads and 
streets, A CDZ also has an al¬

lowance for some retail conven¬ 
ience and service businesses. 

Rezoning Request 

Haskell said that the commit¬ 
tee had received a letter notify¬ 
ing it that Greenhorne and O'- 
Mara, the engineering firm with 
headquarters on Edmonston 
Road, intends to purchase Par¬ 
cel D and the remainder of Par¬ 
cel C in order to build a new cor¬ 
porate headquarters. Haskell 
asked the city council to oppose 
any rezoning of the tracts to a 
commercial use. (See separate 
story.) 

Haskell noted that more than 
300 Westchester Park residents 
had signed a petition requesting 
that the two parcels be develop¬ 
ed in single family homes. He 
said that he wanted to make the 
Greenbelt council aware of the 
residents' concerns and hoped 
that it will support their request, 
Greenbelt East 

Sheldon Goldberg, secretary 
of the Windsor Green Homeown¬ 
ers Association, was the only 
person from Greenbelt East who 
spoke at the hearing. He expres¬ 
sed concern about the master 
plan's proposed rezoning of a 
15.7 acre school site which is 
now used for ballfields. The site 
lies behind Windsor Green and 
is bordered by Mandan Road. 

The master plan proposes to 
rezone the site from R-R to R- 
55, a designation which would, 
like R-R, restrict development to 
single family homes but at 
higher density (maximum 6.7 
units per acre). Goldberg asked 
what the city position would be 
on ‘‘allowing it to go to develop¬ 
ers.” Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained that the land does not 
belong to the city, and if the 
school board ever declared the 
school surplus, it would go to 
the county. In that event, he 
said, the city would make every 


Petition May Change County 
Council Election Procedure

Voters can expect to see a number of county questions 
on the November ballot. Chief among’ them may be a 
proposal to change the method of electing the members of 
the Prince Georges County Council. Since 1982 county vo¬ 
ters have elected nine council members from nine districts. 
The proposal would divide the county, instead, into five 
much larger districts. Voters would then vote for one coun¬ 
cil member from their district and at the same time for four 
members who would run at large. Thus each voter would 
vote for five members of council. 

County Council member Floyd represented by Frank Casula, 


effort to get title to it and keep 
it in green space. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
reinforced Weidenfeld’s remarks 
by asserting that there could be 
no question about the city's po¬ 
sition. The “power of the people” 
would be used to prevent develop¬ 
ment on this site — “the people 
of Windsor Green would probab¬ 
ly lie down” on the site to pre¬ 
vent it, said Councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram. Later in the 
hearing, Robert Rashkin of Re¬ 
search Road said that the “peo¬ 
ple of old Greenbelt would lie 
down for the Windsor Green site 
and would expect them to do the 
same for Parcel 1,” a reference 
to the wooded tract in the cen¬ 
tral city which has been threat¬ 
ened with development. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White said he believes that all 
publicly owned land should be re¬ 
zoned O-S so that the commun¬ 
ity at large is “conditioned to 
look upon the area as open 
space,” City Manager James K. 
Giese pointed out, however, that 
the current definition of the O-S 
category would preclude use of 
the site for a school. Planning 
and Development Coordinator 
Celia Wilson added that O-S 
would not allow active recreation 
on the site. 

Mandan Road Extension 

Goldberg said that the Wind¬ 
sor Green association also wish¬ 
ed to express opposition to the 
extension of Mandan to Brae 
Brooke Drive, He said that the 
Windsor Green community will 
get “lots of traffic coming 
through” if Mandan Road has an 
opening to the south. Putens 
said, however, that he had heard 
“lots of outcry” for the road to 
go through. Mayor pro tern Jo¬ 
seph Isaacs asked Goldberg

Wilson originally offered this 
proposal to the council last 
year. It was rejected. This 
year, Citizens for Improved 
County Government, headed by 
Bowie resident Don Beach, draf¬ 
ted a petition to accomplish the 
change through referendum. The 
petition is currently being cir¬ 
culated throughout the county, 
including Greenbelt. To place the 
question on the ballot, 10,000 
signatures of registered county 
voters are required by August 8. 
If the petition is successfully 
placed on the ballot and approv¬ 
ed by the voters, the next step 
would be to appoint a committee 
to draw up new boundaries for 
the five districts prior to the 
next election in 1990. 

History 

The current system was es¬ 
tablished through referendum in 
1980 prior to the election in 
1982. While Greenbelt voters ap¬ 
proved that change, the support 
was mixed, with 2,887 voting 
yes and 2,108 voting no. The pe¬ 
tition was promoted at that time 
as a means of making members 
of council more responsive to 
their constituents. Others charg- 
ec^ it would lead to parochialism. 

In 1970, when voters approved 
the County Charter, a whole new 
system of county government 
was introduced, including the 
council. The Charter provided 
for a council of 11 members with 
five elected from districts and 
six at large. However, at that 
time the Maryland Constitution 
did not permit such an arrange¬ 
ment. The change was delayed 
until voters in the county and 
the state supported an amend¬ 
ment to the state constitution to 
allow the 1970-approved plan to 
be implemented. In the 1970 
plan, Greenbelt was located in 
District 1 along with Laurel, 
Beltsville and College Park and 


Council Approves MTC IV Plans, 
New Entrance to Roosevelt Center

The city council approved 
plans for the Maryland Trade 
Center IV and for a rede¬ 
signed entrance for the 
Roosevelt Center at its July 
11 regular meeting. In addi¬ 
tion, they scheduled a public 
hearing to discuss plans for 
the indoor pool. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
presented revised plans for the 
entrance into Roosevelt Center, 
Under this design, the entrance 
into the municipal parking lot 
would be shifted from its pres¬ 
ent location directly beside the 
municipal building to a position 
midway between that building 
and the Sovran Bank. 

According to Giese, the arch¬ 
itect feels this would lessen con¬ 


fusion for traffic entering the 
center, and clarify the aesthetic 
confusion over whether Center¬ 
way or the parking lot entrance 
is the main road resolving it in 
favor of Centerway. 

In addition, this shift will al¬ 
low for replacing the current 
hill and stairs along the side 
entrance to the municipal build¬ 
ing with a landscaped yard in¬ 
cluding better sidewalks and 
pedestrian crossings. By remov¬ 
ing the need for steps, access for 
the handicapped would be im¬ 
proved as well. 

However, Giese said the plans 
still call for moving Centerway 
closer to the municipal building 
to construct a better intersec¬ 
tion with Southway. Giese said 
that after reviewing the plan, 
city staff felt the new plan 
“worthy of consideration.” 


Council, with Councilmember 
Thomas X. White not present, 
unanimously approved the plan, 
subject to review by the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board. ‘ 

Indoor Pool 

Council accepted the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) report on the prelimin¬ 
ary plan for the indoor .pool and 
scheduled a public hearing on the 
plan for September 26. 

PRAB recommended that the 
city present estimates of the con¬ 
struction and annual operating 
costs, rate structure and city 
subsidy at the hearing. PRAB 
chairman Keith ChernikofF said 
that these figures should all be 
derivable from available infor¬ 
mation. 

However, Giese said that al-

who continues to represent his 
district on the council. 

Greenbelt’s mixed response to 
the referendum of 1980 probably 
revolved around whether or not 
voters thought the change would 
improve Greenbelt’s ability to 
affect zoning and development 
decisions successfully. During the 
following year, concern escalated 
as the redistricting committee 
drew a salamander shaped Dis¬ 
trict 4 reaching from Greenbelt 
to Bowie to Upper Marlboro. 
Greenbelt voters worried about 
electing a council member who 
would be sensitive to their com¬ 
munity. 

Pros and Cons 

Both councilmember Wilson 
and the citizens committee have 
expressed the view that the cur¬ 
rent system promotes a paroch¬ 
ial attitude among individual 
members of council. They claim 
county-wide selection of some 
members would force the council 
to view issues from a broader 
perspective leading to better 
decision-making. 

Seven members of the current 
council oppose the change as in¬ 
dicated in the signatures to the 
open letter which appeared in 
the last issue of this newspaper. 
Their objections, beyond the ob¬ 
vious, if unstated, uncertainty of 
re-election in a changed district, 
center on the concept that “rep¬ 
resentatives (now view) county¬ 
wide issues with a neighborhood 
perspective,” a view they feel the 
voters like. The new proposal, 
they say, would return the coun¬ 
ty to a system rejected by vot¬ 
ers only eight years ago. Other 
points they raise in opposition to 
large districts and at-large mem¬ 
bers are: less interest in consti¬ 
tuent services, more costly cam¬ 
paigns and the need to band to¬ 
gether in slates which are dom¬ 
inated by the party machine. 
The group questions why the 
Chamber of Commerce is sup¬ 
porting the change and what 
that means. Would more costly 
campaigns invite greater influ¬ 
ence by developers and zoning 
attorneys? Would there be few¬ 
er incentives to protect the con¬ 
cerns of neighborhood residents 
over land use, locations for a 
jail or trash incinerator or a 
half-way house? Or would the 
at-large councilmembers bring a 
broader view to the council ac¬ 
tions, as Wilson and other sup¬ 
porters of the petition claim? 
If the petition gets on the ballot, 
the voters will have to decide.

Earlier Hours at ERHS 

During the past school year, 
the Eleanor Roosevelt faculty 
and student body responded ov¬ 
erwhelmingly to a student gov¬ 
ernment association survey in 
favor of a starting time for the 
school earlier than the present 
9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m, An informal 
poll of parents produced the 
same results. The school princi¬ 
pal, Milton Steinbaum, and the 
PTSA then petitioned the county 
school administration in Upper 
Marlboro to consider the matter. 

At a PTSA sponsored meeting 
on Monday evening, Jung 13, Ed 
Felegy, Deputy Superintendent 
of Schools and Robert Slade, Di¬ 
rector of Transportation, explain¬ 
ed that an earlier starting time 
for Roosevelt would produce a 
later starting time for several 
nearby middle and elementary 
schools, and would require the 
purchase of as many as 50 new 
buses, and additional personnel 
with a total price tag of about 
$2,3 million.

imize cost. Felegy emphasized 
that the tight fiscal constraints 
faced by the county school sys¬ 
tem would prohibit a change in 
the school's starting time any¬ 
time in the forseeable future. 

County councilman Richard Ca- 
staldi raised the issue of a quid- 
pro-quo compensation in the 
form of some material benefit 
to the school for its being per¬ 
manently saddled with this. He 
and school board member Su¬ 
zanne Plogman indicated that the 
matter would be raised in tne 
context of next year's budget 
preparation.

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SHL Civic Assoc. Hears About Metro, 
Petition to Change Council Elections

Greenbelt will have a Me¬ 
tro station in .1993, accord¬ 
ing to a Metro official who 
spoke at the July 19 meeting 
of the Springhill Lake Civic 
Association. An overview of 
Cherrywood Lane extended 
and proposed construction on 
Cherrywood was also discus¬ 
sed, as was the petition to 
put on the November ballot 
the issue of whether or not 
the county council election 
procedures should be chang¬ 
ed. 

The station, which will be the 
Maryland terminal station of the 
long-awaited Green Line, will be 
located in the Springhill Lake 
area, off of Cherrywood Lane, 
south of the Beltway and east 
of the B&O railroad right of 
way. Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority Govern¬ 
ment Relations Officer Jerry 
Gough called the projected sta¬ 
tion opening “fast tracking,” and 
added that the process of build¬ 
ing the station is complicated be¬ 
cause many items such as rails, 
farecard machines, and gates 
must be put in after the heavy 
construction on the station is 
complete. 

Gough estimated the cost at 
$16-18 million for the station 
and part of the running line, 
which includes track, elevation 
and fill. 

Cherrywood Lane, which will 
be extended over the Beltway to 
Ivy Lane, will provide access to 
the station, as will ramps com¬ 
ing on and off the Beltway. 
Gough said work on the ramps 
has been started, and bids for 
the station have been advertised 
but not opened. 

Metro plans to have a car ser¬ 
vice yard north of the Beltway, 
to provide a place for car stor¬ 
age, inspection and cleaning. A 
3,000 space parking lot will be 
adjacent to the above-ground 
station on the south side of the 
Beltway. Prince Georges County 
requested the station have a flat 
roof, instead of the “gull-wing” 
convex roof most other above¬ 


ground stations have. 

Springhill Lake Civic Associ¬ 
ation President Stephanie Butler 
said she thinks the Metro will be 
a great asset to Greenbelt, but 
foresees “terrible traffic conges¬ 
tion” in the future. Gough feels 
most traffic will come from the 
195/US Route 1 area, and not 
from the east. People east of 
Greenbelt, he says, will prob¬ 
ably use the New Carrollton sta¬ 
tion. 

As a result of the planned 
Metro station, Prince Georges 
County is contracting out work 
to widen Cherrywood Lane, ana 
extend it over the Beltway, to 
Ivy Lane. William Blazek, Coun¬ 
ty Department of Public Works 
and Transportation's Program 
Control Division head, said con¬ 
struction is completed from Ed- 
monston Road to Ivy Lane. The 
county will announce bids for the 
Beltway bridge on July 28. Bla¬ 
zek estimates the bridge will be 
complete by the spring of 1991. 

Cherrywood Lane will be wid¬ 
ened as well as extended, so that 
two lanes can go either direction. 
There are plans to modify the 
traffic signal at Greenbelt Road 
and Cherrywood, but no other 
signals are planned. Butler feels 
two additional signals will be 
needed, one at the intersects a 
of Cherrywood and Spring 1 .. U 
Drive, and one at Cherryword 
and Breezewood. Metro estimat¬ 
es that there will be 14,000 
boardings per average business 
day at the station. Metrohus 
routes in the area will be re-do; x 
so that the station is the focal 
point of bus service. 

County Council Elections 
County Councilmember Richard 
Castaldi's legislative assistant 
Anne Castaldi presented inf or 
mation on the movement to 
change the voting procedures 
now used to elect county council- 
members. Councilmember Floyd 
E. Wilson Jr. has suggested tha* 
the county elect four at-large 
councilmembers, and five from 
county districts. Currently, coun¬ 
ty voters elect one councilmem¬ 
ber from each of nine districts, 
for a total of nine councilmem¬ 
bers. Wilson feels the new sys-

trol, because at-large members 
would be responsive to all vot¬ 
ers. Thus, councilmembers would 
represent a broader set of views 
than current district-elected mem¬ 
bers do, and concern would be 
shown for the whole county in¬ 
stead of one voting district. 

Castaldi’s main concern was 
that people did not know what 
they were signing, and she men¬ 
tioned that if a person wants 
their name removed from the pe- 
tion, they can call the county 
and have it done. 

Opponents counter the argu¬ 
ment that at-large officials would 
show concern for the county as 
a whole instead of only one dis- 

flcr-orfino' that 


those interests with money to 
back county-wide campaigns will 
profit from at-large elections. 
Castaldi feels the era of running 
campaigns from a kitchen will 
disappear, and that candidates 
will have to cater to party, big- 
business or land developer inter¬ 
ests to have a chance in county¬ 
wide elections. 

Castaldi also pointed out that 
if the proposal was voted in, the 
county would have to re-draw 
district lines before the census 
results of 1990 are compiled. The 
process would then have to be 
re-done one or two years later 
when census figures are avail¬ 
able. 

Also, the present council cur¬ 
rently refers developers to local 
communities to have their pro¬ 
jects approved. This check on 
unwanted development could dis¬ 
appear if four county seats were

whether he was expressing the 
views put forward at a meeting 
or whether the association took 
this position, Goldberg replied 
that he was reporting the senti- 
merf of the meeting but that the 
association had not taken an of¬ 
ficial position, 

Giese said that the concerns 
about Mandan Road being cut 
through were understandable. He 
pointed out that opening the 
road has two advantages: it pro¬ 
vides rapid access to Magnolia 
School and to AMI Doctors' 
Hospital. He also warned that 
the matter is complicated by 
plans to extend Megan Lane to 
Hanover Parkway. Failure to put 
Mandan Road through might put 
lots more traffic on Megan Lane, 
he said. 

Kenilworth Avenue 

Several of the speakers argued 
against the proposed extension 
of Kenilworth Avenue to connect 
with Van Dusen Road in Laurel. 
The prospect of enormous am¬ 
ounts of traffic which such a ma¬ 
jor road would bring through the 
city obviously dismayed many 
of the residents and councilmem- 
bers. Bram feared that widen¬ 
ing Kenilworth and connecting it 
to the Intercounty Connector 
would increase the value of the 
land in the Beltsville Agricultur¬ 
al Research Center (BARC) to 
the point that it would be sold 
by the federal government. 

Ruth Bond of Greenhill Road 
also worried that the conditions 
for research would be degraded 
by the incursion of the Metro 
yards and Kenilworth on the 
center. “I dread the day when 
that land is no longer protected 
as BARC property," she said. 

Putens warned that the Ken¬ 
ilworth corridor is a major con¬ 
cern because of the growth fore¬ 
cast for the areas north of the 
city. He said he was suspicious 
—“and we have a right to be 
suspicious"—that a lot of plan¬ 
ning is going on that the city is 
not aware of. “We must reach 
beyond our own planning area," 
he said to know what is going on 
in other areas. 

Next Steps 

Weidenfeld said that he was 
very pleased to see that every¬ 
one at the hearing was general¬ 
ly supportive of the same goals 
and seemed to be working to¬ 
gether. “This is really helpful 
to council," he said, “so that we 
don't find ourselves at issue with 
differed groups of citizens."

Greenhorne & O’Mara Seeks 
Office Zoning Near Park

Greenhorne & O’Mara, the engineering firm with a 
headquarters building on Edmonston Road, has filed a re¬ 
quest for a zoning change on 17.43 acres adjacent to the 
federally owned Greenbelt Park and the Westchester Park 
residential complex. The request, if granted, would rezone 
the remainder of a tract known as Parcel C and all of Parcel 
D (see map) to the Commercial Office (C-O) category. 

According to the zoning map Hearing Examiner and therefore 

a date to hear the request has 
not been set. 

Permits Requested 
Shipp also said that Green¬ 
horne & O’Mara has been re¬ 
tained by the present owner of 
the tract to correct problems 
and stabilize the site. He said 
that necessary permits for grad¬ 
ing and filling a small (less than 
an acre) area of wetlands had 
been applied for. 

A spokesman for the Public 
Relations Office of the U.S, Ar¬ 
my Corps of Engineers in Bal¬ 
timore confirmed that Green¬ 
horne & O’Mara, on behalf of 
First Westchester Park Com¬ 
pany Limited Partnership, had 
applied in April for a river basin 
permit to fill wetlands. Infor¬ 
mation on the status of the ap¬ 
plication was not immediately a- 
vailable. According to Ron 
Clark, Resource Manager for 
Greenbelt Park, the Park Ser¬ 
vice has not been consulted on 
the request for a permit to fill 
wetlands.

As justification for the 
zoning change, the application 
claims “substantial change in 
the character of the neighbor¬ 
hood" since the original zoning 
in 1949. The application states 
that Greenhorne & O'Mara in¬ 
tend to build a new “World 
Headquarters" on the site. The 
development would consist of the 
headquarters and an additional 
smaller office building. In re¬ 
sponse to a question by the 
News Review, William M. Shipp 
of Fossett & Brugger, the law 
firm representing Greenhorne & 
O'Mara, said that the smaller 
building was intended for future 
expansion of the engineering 
firm. In the meantime, it would 
be leased to other tenants. 

In a letter to Robert F. Crec- 
co, Chairman of the Westchester 
Park Ad Hoc Committee, Shipp 
suggested a meeting with the 
committee to discuss the zoning 
map amendment application and 
to work out a proposal which 
would “be responsive to every¬ 
one’s desires." Pointing out 
that Greenhorne & O’Mara has 
always tried “to be a good 
neighbor in Greenbelt,” the letter 
emphasized that the firm in¬ 
tends “to do whatever is neces¬ 
sary to be a good neighbor to 
Westchester Park."

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Council Approves MTC IV

though he does have estimates 
of the operating expenses and 
revenues he would not want to 
“put any money” on those fig¬ 
ures. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram was concerned that any 
public hearing held before the 
questions of funding the pool 
and the purchase of Parcels 1 
and 2 are resolved would become 
another hearing on priorities 
rather than on the design ques¬ 
tions and may serve to increase 
divisions within the city. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 
that he too had shared this con¬ 
cern, but after further consider¬ 
ation now felt that the council 
must make clear that the hold¬ 
ing of the hearing does not mean 
that the city will proceed until 
it is clear what monies are av¬ 
ailable. Meanwhile, he felt that 
the city should hold the hearing 
to get citizens’ comments on the 
plan. 

Trade Center IV 

Council accepted, with little 
discussion, a concept plan for 
Maryland Trade Center IV (M- 
TC IV). This 60,000 square 
foot, three-building complex will 
be built in place of 19,999 square 
feet approved but not built in 
MTC III and a planned but never 
built 188 room addition for the 
Holiday Inn. 

The developer and the city’s 
engineering firm agree that the 
new proposal will generate traf¬ 
fic equivalent to the previously 
planned projects. 

City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson 
said that the developer had in¬ 
corporated many staff recom¬ 
mendations into the plans and 
that staff now recommended that 
the city support the concept plan, 
subject to several conditions. 

The conditions, accepted at the 
meeting by Richard Reed, attor¬ 
ney for Coakley and Williams, 
developers of the property are: 


city review and approval of de¬ 
tailed site and landscape plans 
and of all exterior signage; 
transfer to the city of the deed 
for the National Park Service 
outlot recently obtained by 
Coakley and Williams; and ac¬ 
ceptance of a covenant limiting 
development at the Maryland 
Trade Center Park to this pro¬ 
ject along with those buildings 
already under construction or 
completed. 

Other Actions 
,ln other actions council: 

• Accepted the revised report of 
the Arts Policy Subcommittee of 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PRAB). The major 
change in the report is a revision 
in the structure of the proposed 
Arts Committee. The report will 
be discussed at council’s August 
8 regular meeting. 

• Accepted a supplemental re¬ 
port from the Community Rela¬ 
tions Advisory Board on the pro¬ 
posed Greenbelt Foundation. CR¬ 
AB recommended the establish¬ 
ment of a tax-exempt corpora¬ 
tion to seek and distribute funds 
for community projects with the 
city providing seed money. The 
report will be discussed at the 
August regular council meeting. 

• Deferred to a worksession 
discussion of a communication 
from PRAB transmitting con¬ 
cerns of two outgoing members 
that city board members are not 
sufficiently appreciated. The out¬ 
going members suggested that 
free family pool passes be given 
to all members of city boards 
and committees. Council did not 
set a date for this worksession, 
deciding instead to discuss it 
when time permitted in a work- 
session on another subject. 

• Directed staff to request the 
owner of the Marriott Hotel 
(formerly the Hilton) to consid¬ 
er lowering the building signs 
when permanent signs are in¬ 
stalled, so that they will be vis¬ 
ible to traffic but not to visitors 


to the lake park. 

Council scheduled the follow¬ 
ing meetings: 

August 1 - Worksession on 

Greenbelt Master Plan 

August 3 - Worksessions with 
Michael Steiner and representa¬ 
tives of Westchester Park 

September 19 - Regular coun¬

What Causes Dental Decay? 

Dental decay (caries) oc¬ 
curs as the result of acids 
produced by bacteria. The 
acid dissolves the hard enamel 
covering of the teeth.
